Backed by the report of Master in 
Chancery A. B. Morrison, District At- 
torney Wllkerson began - arguments 
asking for the dissolution of the but- 
ter and egg boards of Chicago and 
Elgin. 
If the claims of the govern- 
ment are allowed, the big butter and. 
egg men will be practically enjoined 
from acting in conceit to fix'prices 
and regulate the operations - of the 
markets, or in any way coroperate for 
their mutual: profit against the public 
interests.

The government's attack on the al- 


leged "trusts" began on June 13, 1910, 
when suit was filed against two boards 
as corporations, by-Attorney General 
Wickersham. Their lawyers filed, a de- 
murrer, but this was over-ruled and in 
June-1911, the suit was referred to 
Master Morrison,' who has taken evi- 
dence intermittently since that time. 
Morrison completed and filed his re- 
port early in December. In nearly 
every particular he'sustained the con- 
tentions . of the government that the 
two boards were operating in restraint 
of trade. 
Morrison found that the Chicago and 
Elgin' boards virtually... form one or 
ganization with interlocking director 
ates and 
officials,

monopoly, and regulate the prices of 
butter and eggs in Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri, "the Dakotas,: Wisconsin, 
Michigan and-other contiguous states. 
Operating from .Chicago and Elgin for 
nearly a quarter Of a century,'accord- 
ing to Morrison, they obtained such 
control that they fixed prices at which 
farmers and; small creamery men must 
sell their products, fixed the retail 
>rice to the consumers in the large 
cities, restricted 'the supply in times 
of heavy production of both butter and 
eggs, and reaped big profits through 
this artificially created scarcity.- 
Morrison found that creamery repre- 
sentatives on the 
boards went Into 
Middle West states in the flush peri- 
ods pf production and made contracts 
with farmers to buy at the then exist- 
ng market prices, fixed by the two 
boards themselves. If the butter and 
egg dealer not connected with either 
board attempted to outbid the ""trust" 
representatives, the "trust'-flooded the 
section in which'he was working with 
a surplus supply of butter and eggs, 
causing prices to drop at a big loss to

Washington, Jan. 5.—Meeting for 
its first session since December 22, the 
supreme court of the United States 
today almost equalled its record lor 
the number of .opinions handed down 
in one day. 
Chief Justice White is

Gompers,

before the supreme 
court. It grows out of contempt pro- 
ceedings instituted by Justice Daniel 
Thew Wright, of the District of Colum- 
bia supreme court because of alleged 
violation of the labor leaders of that 
court's .order 
forbidding continuance 


of aiboycott against the Bucks Stove 
& Range 
Company, of St. Louis. 
Wright found the defendants, guilty 
and 
sentenced 
Gompers to twelve 
months in jail, Mitchell to six and 
Morrison to three. 
The 
supreme 
court rejected this finding, on purely 
technical grounds, but granted that the 
District supreme court had the right 
to reframe-the contempt charges. This 
Judge Wright 
immediately did, ap- 
pointing a committee of prosecutors. 
The labor leaders were again.found 
guilty.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY TEUUNG 


OF NORWEGIAN SETTLERS

Madison. Wis.. Jan. 5—At the age 


nf nearly seventy years. Prof. Rasmus 
B- Anderson, [orir.er minister to Den- 
mark and the first man. to hold a 
chair in Scandinavian languages 
in 
the University of Wisconsin, began 
this week the publication of his auto- 
Woeraphy in the "America." Prof. 
Anderson is one of the earliest >or- 
•w-ecian settlers in Wisconsin and his 
biography deals with his 
acquaint- 
ances with Longfellow. Ole Bull, Bib- 
mark, the late Kins Edward of ling- 
land and many other notables,

the first installment he declares that 
the first Scandinavian Methodist was 
a Dane named 
Christian AVillerup, 
ivho became active in nromotmg the 
laith in the early '40's near Cam- 
bridge, Wis. 
"He went among the Norwegians 
in and around

proselytes and there he organized the 
first Scandinavian Methodist society 
in the world." says Prof. Anderspn.

Jenny Lmd, 
the famous Swedish songstress, con- 
tributed $200 to this church. \Villf-run
